Early in tlie histo ry o f tbe go v ­ 
ernment it was a po ])ular delusio n 
that co ngress was infallible; that, be­ 
ing co mpo sed o f the cho sen represent­ 
ativ es o f the peo ple, it co uld declare 
the will o f tlie ])eo p]e o n any su bject 
and was respo nsible o nly to the peo ­ 
ple at the po lls, but Jo hn ^iarshall 
kno cked this theo ry in the head, and 
in his first famo u s decisio n declared 
that tlie su preme co u rt was the high­ 
est and final au tho rity o f thego v ern- 
ineu t, with po w'er to rev iew and re­ 
v o ke the acts o f bo th the ex ecutiv e 
and the legislativ e branches,.altho u gb 
u nder the co nstitu tio n they are “co ­ 
o rdinate.” 
This decisio n created a 
pro fo u nd sensatio n and pro v o ked a 
sto rm o f dissent 
and 
indignatio n 
tliro u gho nt the entire natio n. Many 
co nstitu tio nal amendments, reso lu ­ 
tio ns and bills were intro du ced u po n 
the theo ry that the v o ice o f the peo ­ 
ple, as ex pressed thro u gh their rep­ 
resentativ es in co ngress, was the v o ice 
o f Go d, and when the ex citement died 
do wn co ngress accepted the decisio n 
and has since co nfo rmed its laws to 
the decisio ns o f the co u rt.—W. E.

AN EXPLANATION MADE. 


Private Detectives Believe TMey flave 


Run Down the Assassin of 


Goebel. 


L e x i n g t o n , Ky., March 5.— An 
official of the state guard let out 
the secret as to why Acting Gov­ 
ernor W. S. Taylor is shipping 
war munitions to London, where 
the republican legislators met last 
month. 
He admitted that Taylor 
fears he will be arrested on a charge 
of treason or other high crime, and 
that in order to prevent the demo­ 
cratic government from carrying 
its plan into execution he will sur­ 
round himself with enough repub­ 
lican militia to repel all demo­ 
cratic civil officers. 
While Taylor’s latest move 
admitted to be a high-handed pro­ 
ceeding, the state guard official 
says it is necessary in order to save 
Taylor and other republicans who 
have been managing state affairs 
from the penalties of the law. 
If 
the democrats should grant the re­ 
publicans immunity from punish­ 
ment for everything that has been 
done at Frankfort, the republicans 
would not feel it necessary to take 
such heroic preventive measures, 
but as the democrats will make 
them no promise along this line, 
they fear prosecution. 
Capt. Edw ard W. Parker, who 
commands the company of state 
guards at London, will have charge 
of the munitions of war. 
He is a 
stanch republican and has stood by 
Taylor in every aggressive move­ 
ment he has made. 
He is anxious 
and has been all along for Taylor 
to fight, and has promised Taylor 
that no harm shall come to him if 
the war material is left at London 
in his care. 
Parker has a large personal fol­ 
lowing in the mountains in addi­ 
tion to his company in the state 
guards, and they will fight for him 
to a man.

INGENIOUS CANADIAN BRIDGE. 


Allows 
Free 
Navigation and Requires 
No Tender. 


A unique feat of engineering i? de­ 
scribed by an exchange as liaving 
been accomplished in the bridiiing of 
a narrow strait connecting Canso har­ 
bor and Cdiedabiicto bav', in Nova 
Scotia, 
l l i e place is known as tlie 
little ,’ and the difficult problem 
presented was the construction of a 
bridge that would not obstruct navi­ 
gation nor require the expense of 
erecting a drawbridge and employing 
the services of a tender. The manner 
of getting around the difficulty is 
thus described: 
The bridge is built upon stone bal­ 
lasted piers and in the middle of the 
central span a clear cut of about 18 
inches in width crosses the whole su­ 
perstructure. 
The boats that use the 
‘‘Tittle'’ are fishing smacks, with j)ole 
masts and without shrouds or other 
side rigging. Consequently they have 
only to be steered so as to bring their 
masts in line with the opening in the 
bridge, when they readily are poled 
and pushed through. 
The spreaders 
at the opening prevent the flapping 
sails catching and tearing. Traffic is 
much greater by water than by land. 
When the infrequent vehicle wislies 
to pass a hinged board across 
the 
widtli of the bridge is raised up anc 
covers the small chasm. 
As soon as 
the wagon has gone over this the 
driver is expected to throw back the 
hinged board.— Railway Age.
